"According to information received 
by the Belgian ministry of war," the 
statement says, "Belgian civilians in- 
terned in a German camp near Lue- 
beck, refused to work. 
Out of 2,000 
interned 500 died of starvation in 
three months. 
The condition of sur- 
vivors is described as pitiful."

that bandits already captured by them 
must be handed over to the authori- 
ties for punishment.

safety to all nations and m a k e 
the 
world itself at least free. 


"To such a task we can dedicate our 
lives and our fortunes, everything that 
we are and everything that we have." 


Uncle Sam don't like the way t h a t 
the men in the trenches have to live 
and Uncle Sam knows that his boys 
in trenches can be made easier and 
much safer. 


Uncle Sam thinks that it is worth all 
that it will cost to m a k e the world 
safe for democracy but he wants his 
nephews to have as easy a time of it 
as it is possible under war conditions. 
A trench padded with what gold bonds 
will buy will save lives, and therefore, 
those who are to stay at home are ex- 
pected to furnish the bonds that pro- 
tect his boys in the trenches. 


This is the sentimental and patriotic 
side of the proposition. 


The business side of the proposition 
is that every bond has the total credit 
of the government and the Interest of 
America back of it.

A liberty bond pays 3 ^ % , 
payable 
December 15 and June 15. 
When you 
consider that the Interest is payable 
semi-annually, the money Is drawing 
something better than an annual 3% %. 


A liberty bond is not liable to taxa- 
tion, unless you die, when your heirs 
pay some inheritance tax on it. If you 
give in report of your money to the 
county assessor," you will have to pay 
a county and state tax on your cash in 
hand, and that would make your 6% 
interest Investment draw only 3 % % , 
and you will have to lie to the assessor 
If you escapé the tax assessment. 


But when you buy liberty bonds you 
can get through with a clean, clear 
conscience, because liberty bonds are 
not taxable. 
The 3 % % is net. 


Three and a half per cent clear net 
ought to catch a lot of gold fish. 


Such a net ought to find a lot of 
money that never goes iyto circulation, 
because kept in a sate/ty deposit box 
in a bank or in a stocking. 
Therefore 
millions of money hid away drawing 
no interest are not in a safer place 
than liberty bonds provide. 


Liberty boivds will mature J u n e 15, 
1947. 
They run for thirty years and 
as soon as the war is over it is entirely 
probable that they will bring 
more 
than par value. 
It need not surprise 
anyone if when the war is over you

Our soldiers will give their lives. 
The president asks us simply to lend 
our dollars—with the best security 
in the world, and at a fair rate of 
interest. 
This Is a loan for liberty.

Mr. Albert spoke of the havoc that 
has been wrought in the armies of 
France, by preventable and loathsome 
diseases, and urged the Rotarians to 
do all in their power to help the gov- 
ernment in the fight against 
these 
things in the American armies. 
This 
question will be discus-sed in the na- 
tional convention to be held at At- 
lanta.

THE CITY TAX LEVY. 


/ Taking note that with the advent of pro- 
Shibition Fort Wayne will next year be de- 
jiprived of about $50,000 annual revenues de- 
prived from saloon licenses. Comptroller W. C. 
(Baade says a raise of the tax levy is going to 
^e necessary. Most surely it is and it will not 
be a penny jump, either, that the city will be 
ilinder constraint of necessity to make. 


Fort Wayne will either jump the tax levy 
t^p to produce a good round sum or public im- 
j)rovements will cease in this town. 
There 
>idll have to be more than the $50,000 loss 
irom saloon licenses made up. The increased 
•«ost of many things the city must use and the 
ifcalary increases lately granted are going to 
icut into the revenues from the levy in a fash- 
lion that will leave the municipal government 
'just about money enough to get on with its 
"regular performances and mighty little with 
yhich to do anything new. 


This situation had loomed even before the 
legislature pronounced the doom of the liquor 
business in Indiana. There has been no time 
within the past dozen or fifteen years when the 
city revenues should not have been mu"]i 
larger. There are certain things that simply 
go undone for the want of money with which 
to do them. 
There has been no time in a 
score of years when the people were permitted 
to have all the street improvements they were 
demanding. The street-cleaning department 
has never had half the allowance to which a 
decent respect to the formal title of its func- 
tion, not to say duty to the public, gives it 
plaim and title. The maintenance and repair 
^f sewers has been short-changed as long as 
j^nybody about the city hall can remember, 
"^he health department should long ago have 
"been getting twice the appropriations that it 
i^as been receiving. 
^ Of course there is little if any chance that 
i^hese departments of municipal service will 
ise to any better estate financially than thej 
ave been in. The $50,000 that will have dis- 
ppeared from the regular revenues of the (;ity 
ith the extinction of the saloons will make 
serious cut that only increase of property 
[valuations for taxation can make up or a 
oost of the tax levy can provide. 
As for 
bnaking up anything that the higher cost of 
muuicipal living entails and attempting to ac 
^omplish what should long ago have been 
raone, that doubtless for the present is out of 
i|;he question. 
! 
How the city is going to escape compulsion 
put more money in its purse is something 
l^hat those who can see the way ought to tell 
¡¡the people. There is going to be no such es- 
pfeape, except that public funds be devoted al- 
! jnost entirely to the paying of salaries—which 
i^f course will be the last thing coming to mind 
^S a drain upon the funds—and certain indis- 
pensable functions, as for instance the partial 
removal of garbage. 


Keeping up anything like the usual pro- 
Igram of street improvements, progressive mo- 
torization of the fire department and even the 
realization of the Tenth ward's long deferred 
ambition to ensconce a fire engine house in 
its^ midst, will not be possible or anywhere 
near possible at the present tax rate upon tho 
valuation figures as they are or are likely to 
be.

Financial Condition of 
the City. 


The government is peering into the 
Vecords of the city controller. 
T. A. 
Devor, of Washington, D. C., clerk of 
the consus department, is making a 
careful investigation of figures on the 
city record. 
He will be in the office of 
Controller Baade for two weeks. 
He 
displayed his authority and started to 
work Monday afternoon. 


In a general way Mr. Devor sets out 
the purpose of the annual visit to cities 
of over 30,000 inhabitants as follows: 


"The bureau of the census, under the 
authority of congress, issues annually 
a report on financial statistics of cities 
having a population of over 
30,000. 
These reports contain comparable sta- 
tistics on (1) the total and per capita 
receipts from revenues in detail; (2) 
the total and per capita payments for 
expenses, interest, and outlays; 
also 
in detail for expenses and outlays; (3) 
the total and per capita value of city 
properties; (4) the total and per cap- 
ita indebtedness; and 
(5) 
the 
esti- 
mated, true, and assessed valuation of 
property, tax levies, rates, methods of 
assessment, etc., a discussion of ac- 
counting terminology, instructions for 
uniform classification, and other kin- 
dred subjects. 


"The purpose of the reports on sta- 
tistics of cities, which have been pub- 
lished annually by the bureau of cen- 
sus since 1902, is to present compara- 
ble statistics of cities for the informa- 
tion of city officials, civic bodies, stu- 
dents of economics interested in city 
management, and citizens who 
take 
an interest in their city and work for 
its 
betterment. 
To secure 
statistics 
that are comparable the bureau sends 
its agents to each of the cities to be 
reported to translate into a common 
language the data contained in their 
accounts and reports, thus securing a 
uniformity of classification that 
can 
not be obtained by use of city reports 
alone. 


"These reports enable those inter- 
ested to compare the details of mu- 
nicipal 
administration 
in their 
own 
city with those in other cities, and such 
comparison' must lead them to the dis- 
covery that in .some pai ticulai", or pos- 
sibly in many paarticulars, other cities 
excel their 
own. and 
are 
securing 
greater departmental efficiency in pro- 
portion to the mone\'p expended. 
The

employed by those "oureaus and by the 
bureau of the census."

of the German situation was touched 
• upon. 


Mr. Ackerman's statement 
regard- 
ing the furnishing of arms and ammu- 
nition by Germany to her enemies was 
In answ^er to German's contention that 
America in furnishing munitions and 
food to the allies has not been neutral, 
•when as a matter of fact Germany 
herself has been doing the very thing 
that she has so strenuously objected 
to America doing. 


Accordijig to Precedent. 


Mr. 
Ackerman 
pointed 
out 
that 
America's position in this regard was 
according to precedent and was no 
more than Germany has done in every 
war. 
But Germany complained 
be- 
cause the United States had not sup- 
plied her people with food and mate- 
rial as she had the allies and in this 
America had not been neutral. 
Mr. 
Ackerman pointed out from his own 
personal knowledge that this is not 
true. 
Even at the present time. Mr. 
Ackerman declared, when this country 
Is in a state of war with Germany, the 
German people are receiving much of 
their food supply from the 
United 
States. 
He showed how this was being 
done, the food from this country be- 
ing supplied through the Scandinavian 
countries. 
This must be stopped, he 
declared. 


Mr. Ackerman told of how America at 
the outset of the war had sent ship loads 
of food and ammunitions direct to Ger- 
man ports, but after several ships had 
been blown up by mines and the Ger- 
man government made no effort to pro- 
vide escorts for American ships leaving 
such ports, America's shipping interests 
refused to take any further risks. 
Mr. 
Ackerman riddled Germany's plea of un- 
neutrality and answered every conten- 
tion that had been made by the German 
government against this conutry. 


Favors Censorship. 


Mr. Ackerman made a plea for rigid 
newspaper censorship and pointed out 
instances to show the necessity for it. 
He said that the German government 
epent six or eight months before declar- 
ing its last blockade in making a com- 
plete survey of the entire world rela- 
tive to shipping facilities of each coun- 
try. It was very neces-sary, he said, that 
Germany know the world's tonnage if 
the submarine warfare was to accom- 
plish the purpose for which it was in- 
tended. 


The German 
government is 
making 
great plans to take care of the situation 
after peace has been declared, he said. 
While great reforms have been promised, 
he continued, the facts are that if the 
plans of the German government are car- 
ried out a more autocratic rule will be 
in vogue than even at the present time. 
According to the plans of 
the kaiser 
everything is to be dojie through the gov- 
ernment, including the operation of all 
the factories and stores. 
The shipping 
companies have 
already been 
notified 
that at the conclusion of the war all 
ehipB are to be leased by the government 
and operated upon a percentage basis. 
Soldiers are to be in charge of the fac- 
tories and stores. 


Issue of Annexation. 


Mr. Ackerman declared that the issue 
of annexation divides the nation. 
There 
is one party demanding peace without 
annexation and another nation demad- 
ig peace with annexation. 
The kaiser, 
of course, favors peace with annexation, 
including the ports of Antwerp and Con- 
etantinople. 


"The German people do not know that 
they are fighting an aggressive war," 
Mr. Ackerman continued, ^'as the gov- 
ernment up to the present time has been 
0uccessful in making them believe they 
are fighting a defensive war." 


"I went to Europe a strong believer in 
peace and I might have classed myself 
as a pacifist, but when there is some- 
tHing greater than life itself at stake, 
war is justifiable. 
In this war there is 
eomething dearer than life at stake. This 
war is being fought against i- government 
that misinforms its people and a gov- 
ernment that will fasten the same auto- 
cratic rule upon the whole world if it 
has tlie chance. Liberty and freedom are 
»t stake, not only in the allied govern- 
ments but in Germany Itself. The whole 
world is in danger of a monarchy that 
will, rule the world as it has ruled Bel- 
gium." 


At the conclusion of the banquet Gor- 
don Eby, retiring president of the clubj 
gave a brief resume of the activities and

Liberty bonds In the sum of $180,- 
000 will be purchased by the city of 
Fort Wayne.

Mayor 
Hosey 
opposes the move to give a right to 
place containers 
of 
explosive fluids 
above ground in the city. 
A part of 
the council members think that there 
can be no harm from the use of tanks 
above ground: 


Mayor Hosey sent a message to the 
council .expressing his opposition to 
the plan. 


"The idea of expecting oil or gaso- 
line tanks above ground to be safe." 
says the mayor. 
"Remember how the 
oil tank of flat car, exploded at Crest- 
line, Ohio, a tew years ago? 
It fair- 
ly blew up the town. 
It hurled steel 
rails for rods. 
It was the kind of 
tank that they want to allow in Fort 
Wayne. 
I think our prohibitive policy 
of the past thirty years is a good one." 


Will Admit Addition. 


The council is expected to pass In 
favor of annexing Brook View addition, 
located in what was formerly Centlivre 
park. 
The plat is to be used for a resi- 
dence addition. 
Later it is planned to 
take in the Oak Knoll addition, also 
near the Centlivre brewery. 


The board of works will ask the 
council to order that $4,000 be set aside 
for the sewer repair account of the 
city.

There is surely more than one Ger- 
man born citizen in Fort Wayne un- 
der twenty-one years of age. 
Just one 
young man, who is fifteen years old, 
has signed up for admittance to tho 
prohibited zones. 
The new law for 
"alien enemies" states that "all males 
over fourteen years of age" must have 
permits to be able to gain access to 
the industrial zones. 


It is expected that when this provi- 
sion is fully known there will be a 
rush of minor "aliens" who will take 
out permits in the federal building. 


"Today is tho 
time 
to sign," said 
Harry Muller, assistant marshal, who 
is aiding in the signing up of so-called 
"alien enemies." 


"I realize that the tide of immigra- 
tion from Europe in the last twenty 
years has changed so that now our 
immigrants come from the southern 
part of Eui-ope, but even so, I am quite 
convinced that there is a considerable 
number of Allen 
county 
young men 
who come within the provisions of this 
act and who should get their permits. 
They should 
do 
so 
without delay. 
June 17th is too late. 
Today is the 
time." 


So called alien enemies are allowed 
to go to and from cemeteries without 
additional permits. 
If a man has a 
permit for zone A, he can go to Con- 
cordia cemetery, which is in zone B, 
without a permit from zone B. 


Permits will also be made out for 
traveling men to go anywhere within 
the state, so long as they can speciflv 
reasonably close the territory they de- 
sire to cover. 
They cannot be given 
blanket permits, however. 
If they go 
outside of the state boundaries, sepa- 
rate arrangements must be made with 
the marshal of the different districts 
and states. 


At tho Knitting Mills. 


The clerical force 
in 
connection 
with the taking of the "alien enemy" 
registration were at the Wayne Knit- 
ting mills Tuesday afternoon. 
They 
are engaged in signing up the Germans 
employed there, who did not fully un- 
derstand the scope of the new law. 


Men considered as "alien enemies" 
and who live in the region of the mills 
and are employed as knitters, are not 
barred fro mtheir work if they have 
not signed the "good intention" pa- 
pers. 
They are restricted from enter- 
ing any of the prohibited zone terri- 
tory, however. 
Many of the men have 
not so understood. 
They are being 
told of the 
provision 
und given a 
chance to register. 


Only twenty permits were issued to 
German citizens on Monday. 
Most of 
the aliens In Fort Wayne had been 
signed up before last Saturday. 
It is 
expected that Jack Booth and Harry 
Muller, deputy marshal, will be able 
to care for all the work at fhe federal 
building office for the remainder of 
the week.

Health Board Will Prosecute 
All Attempts to Hide 
Disease. 


"Smallpox is being hid in Fort 
Wayne," said Dr. J. H. Gilpin, of the 
health board Tuesday morning. "It is 
our greatest menace at present. The 
practice must be stopped at once." 


Dr. Gilpin thinks that there are citi- 
zens who deliberately 
conceal the 
presence of smallpox in their homes in 
order to avoid quarantine. 
The fact 
that several cases have been brought 
in when the patients 
were 
almost 
healed show this, Gilpin says. 


There are now twenty-eight cases of 
smallpox in the city. 
The disease is 
spreading despite stringent efforts to 
check it. The only method of breaking 
the force of the plague is by quaran- 
tine. 


"The law is strict against failure tp 
report the disease," says Gilpin. "We 
are going to start prosecution on the 
next 
case 
of 
neglect we discover. 
There will be a fine and jail sentence." 


"All skin diseases must be reported 
at once, according to law. Some peo- 
ple neglect to call a doctor when their 
children are but a little sick. 
That Is 
aow smallpox spreads. We are going 
iio stop it."

Washington. June 12.—^The admin- 
istration- espionage bill was finally ap- 
proved by the senate today without a 
roll call and sent to the white house 
for the president's signature. 
Provl- 
sipns for newspaper censorship had 
been struck out and material modifica- 
tions in other respects had been made. 


The most important legislation re- 
tained gives the president authority to 
embargo exports. The law would pun- 
ish espionage by death or long impris- 
onment; penalizes interference 
with 
foreeign commerce; provides for en- 
forcement of neutrality; 
authorizes 
seizure of shipments of arms designed 
for unlawful purposes; fixes penalties 
for. injuring vessels in foreign com- 
merce .or disturbance of foreign rela- 
tions and imposes new restrlctiona 
upon passports.

Millions of migratory "birds" are being 
"killed," but don't go to the trouble of 
informing your game warden; he would 
probably give you the laugh. 
Yet, these 
birds are as truly "migratory" as any that 
come under the protection of the Weeks- 
McLean la'w. 


Why would the game warden laugh? 
Because these are "clay birds." And why 
shouldn't clay birds be protected? 
Be- 
cause they are not birds and more than 
that, they are not clay at all, rather, they 
are made of river silt and tar, shaped like 
a saucer and are the targets used in the 
growing American sport of trapshooting. 


And how they do migrate. As a matter 
of fact, they "migrate" to more different 
places and with greater frequency than 
the fellow who finds it cheaper to move 
than to pay rent. From two or three fac- 
tories, these "birds" migrate to every 
state in the Union and to overy country; 
both savage and tame. 


The term "clay »bird" had its origin 
when clay pigeons was clay pigeons, but 
even the most relentless pursuer of "na- 
ture fakers" would admit that a target 
of uniform shape and hardness is de- 
cidedly more satisfactory than the old- 
style target that showed not only varia- 
tion in size and shape but ranged 
in 
hardness from salmon brick to arrow-head 
flint. 


Taking as a basis the number of clay 
pigeons trapped during 1916 and the rate 
of increase 
of trapshooting clubs, the 
number of birds that will be "slaughtered" 
this year, will approximate 100,000,000.

ALKING 
baseball" 
has 
for 
many years been the favor- 
ite pastime of the 
American 
man. 
No 
doubt, 
at 
this 
time, 
the American 
should 
be devoting his deeds and 
his speech to war. 
War and 
sport do not mix. 
Rudyari 
Kipling complained bitterly during the 
Boer 
war that 
British sportsmen, 
cricketers 
and 
football players had muddled matters horribly 
In battle on the veldt and among the kopjes. 


In his famous book, "Germany and the Next 
War," Gen. von Bernhardi is at very particular 
pains to warn Germans that athletic sports de- 
tract from the power and spirit of a nation 
which proposes to make vi^ar. Bernhardi speaks 
contemptuously of the British idea that play- 
ing cricket, football, etc., prepares men for war. 


Going back four centuries, we find that the 
kings of England did not approve of athletic 
Bports because 
they Interfered 
with 
martial 
practices. 
King James I., who flourished in 
the seventeenth century, forbade liis subjects 
to play at football because it took 
up 
time 
which would be better devoted to practice of 
marksmanship. 


Times have changed. 
They 
say 
that 
the 
great desire of the Canadian troops 
in 
th-i 
trenches in France and of such American citi- 
zens as may be found taking part in the great 
European war, was to ascertain how the big 
baseball races were going on in the 
United 
Ktates of America. 


The soJdiers of Canada and such Americans 
as are to be found 
fighting 
in France, insist 
upon playing baseball just back of the firins; 
line. 
The Canadians are making the Amer- 
ican game popular in Europe. 


So, while talking war may be a favorite sub- 
ject in the United States, this summer, we may 
be pretty certain that folks will talk baaeball 
Just as much and as eagerly as they ever did.

Comiskey the Biggest "Fan." 


Unquestionably, even the most bla.se baseball 
man, reporter, manager, owner, player or fan 
enjoys "talking shop" with a man who really 
knows whereof he speaks. 
I have seen men 
R'ho have played, managed and owned clubs fo- 
thirty-flvo years, "fan" like schoolboys when 
they me< congenial "fanning" company. 
The 
best talked of baseball, the biggest "fan" I 
know, is Charles 
Comiskey, owner of the 
Chicago American 
League 
Club, 
which 
bids 
fair to win its owner his third world's cham- 
pionship in 1917. 
Comiskey was a player from 
1S79 to 1897. 
During that period he won four 
league and 
two world's championships. 
Ha 
managed some of the greatest teams that have 
ever been put upon a baseball field. 


He has owned the Chicago club since 1900 
and had won two league and one world's cham • 
pionship with It. 
He is thrice a millionaire. He 
really knows more about baseball than 
any 
man ii. the world, and he can talk more Inter- 
estingly about the game than any man alivo. 
When he finds himself in congenial company 
he loves to tell what he knows, to "fan." 


T have known Comiskey to spend the night 
talking about his adventures with the famous 
St Loui.j Browns, whom he led to four league 
and one world's championships, 1885-80-87-88. 


I dc not remember exactly when the national 
game attained its pre-eminence as a topic .»f 
conversation. 
I think it was In the early SOs 
that baseball first became a general subject '»f 
discussion. 
I believe that Mike Kelly was the 
flrat man to make baseball a favorite topic. As 


far as I can remember, Spalding, the Wrights, 
Anson, Asa Brainerd and the stars of the 70s 
did not attract national attention. 
These werfl 
brilliant players, but they lacked the personal 
equation. 


Kelly was like former President Roosevelt In 
that his personality appealed to the people. 
They talked about 
the 
things he did. 
The 
artists 
caricatured 
him. 
The actors of 
the 
variety theaters—the vaudevilllans of that day 
—cracked jokes and sang songs about Kelly. 


The famous song, "Slide, Kelly, Slide," did 
more than any other one thing to make base' 
ball a subject of popular discussion 
In 
the 
United States. 
When you talked baseball !n 
the 80s, you talked of Miko Kelly. 
The things 
he said, the plays he made, the wine he was 
supposed to drink, the money he spent, the life 
he led, were subjects of daily discussion 
a n ! 
argument among the men of the time. 
Kelly 
was to baseball what John L. Sullivan was to 
pugilism.

Great in Personality. 


There were greater pugilists than Sullivan, 
but no greater personalities amons pugilists. 
There v/ere many greater players than Kelly, 
but no greater personalities In baseball. 
Sulli- 
van made pugilism. 
Kelly made baseball In the 
TInited States. 


Talk there was of Anson, of 
Spalding, 
of 
George and Harry Wright, the cricketers who 
did so much to lay the foundation of Amer- 
ica's national game, but no such volume of talk 
as there was of Kelly. 
Mike appealed to the 
baseball reporters and the baseball 
reporters 
appealed 
to the people. 
Sullivan and 
Kelly 
were greater than the games they played. 
Sul- 
livan made pugilism. 
In a somewhat 
lesser 
degr3e, Kelly made baseball. 


The f i s t great baseball subject of general 
discussion I remember was the sale of Kelly 
and his battery mate, Pitcher John Clarkson, 
from Chicago to Boston, for $20,000, in 1886. 
Ten thousand dollars was a huge sum to pay 
for a baseball player or anything else outside of 
a railroaci in those days. 
Who, of the tlm^. 
can ever 
forget 
Kelly's sobriquet, "The Ten 
Thousand Dollar Beauty?" 


It was a tribute to the personality of the man 
that, though Clarkson sold for >10,000, too, only 
Kelly was known as the "Ten Thousand Dollar 
Beauty." 
Clarkson might as well have been 
thrown In for good measure for all the people 
cared. 


We have established that baseball, as a sub- 
ject 
of 
convereatlon, 
began 
with 
iffelly, as 
pugilism, as a subject of conversation, began 
with Sullivan. 
Then came discussion of great 
teams and great players. 


I do not remember that the public bothered 
Itself greatly with the merits of the players of 
the 60s and 70s. 
News of them was not gen- 
erally distributed at the time. 
The Wrights 
and Asa Brainerd had been great players in the 
70s, but It was not until Kelly came along In 
the next decade that the Wrights and Brainerd 
and Ivip Pike and all other pioneers came up 
for discussion.

A "Great Ballplayer." 


The first great player I remember was Kelly, 
though Kelly never was 
really .great as a 
catcher or In the outfield, or anywhere else, or 
even a great hitter. 
He had some good yeara 
with the bat, but many players of his time ex- 
ceeded him In batting skill. 
Kelly was a great 
base runner and a "great ballplayer." 
Princi- 
pally he appealed to the people. 
He possessed 
the "championship aspect." 


He looked and he acted like a ^ e a t 
ball- 
player. 
You might never have seen Kelly, but 
the moment he stepped on the field you felt 
Instinctively "That's Kelly." 
Big, bold, hand- 
some, confident, majestic, he looked the part. 


Kelly started us talking about great baseball 


players and we love to talk of great baaeball 
players yet. 
Let us begin by admitting that 
Cobb is the greatest of all players. 
Then we 
can talk about the others. 


Anson was, undoubtedly, the greatest fair- 
away hliter that I remember. 
Gee! How that 
old boy could hit! I remember the old boys. 1 
think that the boys of the present day far ex- 
ceed the old fellows in all ways, but I will not 
admit, no proper Judge of such things will ad- 
mit; that any man of today at all equals Anson 
as a hitter. 


There are scores of great hitters today, Cobb, 
Speaker, Jackson and Chase, but none of them 
equals Anson. 
Cobb, Speaker, and Jackson are 
left-handers, fast, and beat out a lot of infield 
hits 
which Anson, 
relatively a 
slow 
man, 
would noi even attempt to run out. Yet Anson 
has a better average- than any of them. 
And 
In a pinch! No man ever equaled Anson there. 
He did all of his hitting in pinches.

I>unlap a Oreat Flayer. 


After Anson and Kelly, the next great indi- 
vidual I remember was Fred Dunlap. 
You 
have seen and heard of Lajole. E. Collins and 
other great second basemen. Dunlap made them 
all Icok bad. He was the acme of grace. 
Dun- 
lap was the only man I have ever seen who 
would take a ground or fly ball in either han 
and then throw it, right or left, to a base for an 
out. 
You have seen or heard of the greatness 
and grace of Lajole. Dunlap was far and away 
Lajole's superior in grace and inflelding abil- 
ity. 
They did not wear gloves In Dunlap's day. 
He did hlff work with bare hands. 


Dunlap could hit. too. 
Once the late Henry 
V. Lucae. a St. Loulsan. who did more than 
any other man. alive or 
to bring ba«eba'l 


out of the back yards of saloons, offered 9100 
for a base hit. 
Dunlap made a triple and won 
the game. 
Lucas gave him the |100 and said: 


"Nice hit. Dunnie." 
"I can do that any time I want to." said 
Dunlap. 


"And." said Lucas, telling it twenty years 
afterwards. "I believe that when Dunlap. made 
up his mind, no pitcher could keep him from 
hitting safely. 


Dunlap always sent 90 per cent of his salary 
to his mother. He could not read his own name 
on a check, but he died well to do. 


There were other great second basemen in 
Dunlap's time. 
There was Fred PfeflTer, who 
played second to Anson's first for many years. 
I do not see any more fielders like Pfeffer and 
Dunlap and "Bid" McPhee, who still lives in 
Cincinnati. 
They did not wear gloves, but the 
ground they covered and the ease with which 
they did it! Great, big, handsome fellows, with 
military mustaches, fine dressers, good liyers. 
they gave prestige to baseball. 


I know that Eddie Collins is a great second 
baseman, yet I can scarce bring myself to com- 
pare him to the giants of old. 
It seems to me 
that either Dunlap, Pfeffer or McPhee could 
take up Collins on his back and play a better 
second basé than the wonderful Eddie.

Weighs 200, Active as Kitten. 


My. my. my. when I think of the giants of 
old. I run my mind over the shortstops of the 
day and go back to Ed Williamson, who played 
that position for Anson, thirty years ago. Wil- 
liamson must have weighed 200 pounds, was 
active as a kitten and could 
throw 
a 
ball 
"through a new battleship." 
-^nd hit! 
Gee! 


When I think of the featherweights of the 
present day,' Lavan of the Browns, Bancroft of 
Philadelphia. Barry of Boston, all 
fast 
and 
clever players, they seem to be mere pigmies 
when compared with Ed Williareson. 
Still. 1 
think that the greatest 
shortstop 
was Bob 
Wallace, a ISS-pounder; or Herman Long, who 
was about the same weight. 


Honus Wagner undoubtedly was gn^eat, too, 
but ther»< were certain little points of play »n 
which Wallace and Long exceeded the great 
German. 
Hitting and base running considered. 
Wagner, of course, was greatest of all, one '^f 
the thref' or four greatest players of all time, 
probably the greatest. 
But not the greatest 
shoreflelder. 


I can't remember seeing any really 
great 
third basemen prior to 1895. Latham was good, 
but \^ouId shirk hot ones. 
Tom Bums of Chi- 
cago. was like his mates, Anson, Pfeffer and 
Wllilamson, great and handsome. 
Billy Nash 
came along about 1889 with a beautiful throw- 
ing arm. 
Yet I would not call Nash 
really 
great. 
In 1895 came Jlmmle Collins, by chance. 


Collins. I think, was the greatest third base- 
man of all time. 
He was graceful. 
All great 
players, save Wagner, have been graceful, for 
grace means style, and without style you can- 
not be truly great. 
Collins could do all things 
easily. 
He could go back, come in and then 
go back, hardest of all things to do. 
He had 
nerve and he could hit. 


Later came Devlin, with 
New 
York 
and 
Bradley with 
Cleveland. 
These 
men 
were 
great, but not at all so great as Collins. Strange 
to think of, I can remember but three great 
third basemen—Collins, Devlin and Bradley, one 
for ever ten years of the thirty years I havo 
w.atched 
baseball 
played. 
I 
can 
remember 
scores of great players In other positions. Which 
^oes, I think, to prove that great third bas<«- 
men are scarcer than any other players. 
Oh, 
Wallace, when he played third In 1898, was al- 
most as great as Collins, but he was moved to 
the shortfield In the next year. 
Then I should 
count Billy Nash. 
Turner of Cleveland would 
be among the truly great third basemen had ha 
a good arm. 
He can field the bag to perfec- 
tion. 


There have been many great catchers. 
The 
first I remember was Tom Deasley, who played 
in St. Louis, and then, poor chap, became a 
nervous wreck. 
Deasley was a fine receiver. 
There was Sliver Flint, with Anson, who en 
dured terrific punishment in the days before 
the mitt and protector were used. 
There were 
Bushong. the star of Comlskey's Browns, an 
average catcher, and Jack Boyle, his mate, a 
good one. 


There was Buck Ewlng of New York, who. 
hitting, base running, playing ball considered, 
was greatest of all. 
Jack O'Connor of 
St. 
Louis was a great catcher and an all-around 
player, the quickest and cleverest wit ever in 
baseball. 


Zimmer, O'Connor's mate In Cleveland, was 
not clever, but a receiver, thrower and hitter 
for your life. 
There has been Bresnahan. a 
great hitter, base runner and ballplayer, and a 
great catcher, too, the best all-around player 
the game has ever known, a big league pitcher, 
catcher, inflelder, outfielder, base runner, man- 
ager and hitter. 
There was Archer, a wonder- 
ful thrower. 
Kllng, a great catcher in every 
way; Mike Kelly, himself; Bennett of Boston, a 
mate ^f Kelly's In Boston twenty-five years 
ago; poor "Kid" Baldwin, a great catcher, but 
a wild lad; Ray Schalk, one of the greatest. Oh, 
the great catchers are numberless as the sands 
of the sea. 


Ewlng was greatest of all. batting, base run- 
ning and playing ball considered. 
But when 
you speaic of Just receiving and throwing to all 
three bases, I rate Martin Bergen, who caught 
for Boston in the middle 90s, highest. 
Bergen 
was a picture behind the bat. 
Medium sized, 
dark, slender, 
keen-eyed, 
a perfect 
pair of 
hands, he caught the wildest pitchers with con- 
summate ease, never dropped a pitched ball 
and could throw to any base with ease and ac- 
curacy. 


Badboume a King. 


You can talk pitchers for a month. 
There 
havo been more great pitchers than any other 
players. 
Radbourne was the king of the old 
chaps. 
He would be a star today. 


Spalding: was a king in the underhand "call 
for your ball" days, but this was prior to Rad- 
bourne's time. 
Were Radbourne alive, now, he 
would be such a pitcher as Rudolph of Boston, 
only bigger and stronger and with a better fast 
ball. 
He was about that class, though. 


John Clarkson followed Radbourne. 
Clarkson 
was of the same sort, good speed, clever, a 
nice curve, fine judgment, a slim, slight fellow. 
Jim Galvln, a St. Louis boy, was of the akin to 
-Uadboume and Clarkson, but not so clever- 
looking. 
Charley King, who resides 
In 
St. 
Louis, and who looks for all of his 52 years like 
a man Oi 30, came with terrific speed, a side- 
armer, wicked. 


Elton Chamberlain was cool, calm, had speed. 
Judgment and curve. There are few of this sort 
nowadays. 
Jim McCormick, Chicago, was of 
the same stamp. 
These fellows were right- 
handers, about the size of Earl Hamilton of the 
St. Louis Browns, keen, clever, shifty. It is a 
type tha' is becoming very rare. 
Big men now 
hold the center of the diamond. 
Chamberlain. 
Clarkson, Galvln, Nichols and other stars of 
the lata SOs and the early 903 were small men. 


Rusle came In 1889. 
He was heavy, short- 
armed, short-fingered, and he had the great- 
est curve ball ever seen. 
That curve ball came 
right at your ear, then broke and came down 
over the plate. 
Rusie could whisk the hair on 
your temple with that curve, yet never touch 
you. 
It broke almost at right angles. 
It was 
the greatest curve ball ever seen. 
No other 
h.is approached it. 


Rusie had great speed, too, but not the great 
speed that Walter Johnson had when that boy 
was fresh. 
Jouett Meekin, who was Rusie'a 
team mate with New York In 1894, has greater 
speed than the great Amos. 
Meekin pitched off 
his hip. 
He gave a hitch of his body, a half 
turn and the ball was past the plate. 


Whew! 
His speed was hardly as great as 
Johnson's speed, but the ball seemed to come 
much faster from Meekin than from Johnson. 
Walter takes a long, wide 
swing 
when 
he 
pitches his fast balL 
He winds up and goes 
back to his heel for speed. 
Meekin gave a 
sudden twitch of his hip, a half turn and you 
heard it hit the catcher's mitt. 


His fast ball had a shoot as wide as the av- 
erage pitcher's curve. 
He had speed, but not 
BO much speed as Johnson or Meekin. 
I give 
first to Johnson for speed, but Meekin Is not 
far behind. 


Rusle had the best curve ball I have ever 
seen, Johnson the most speed. 
The best fast 
ball I have ever seen was that owned by Rube 
Waddell. 
Waddell's fast ball was best 
be- 
cause It took a "shoot" that made it impos- 
sible to hit. 
When Rube was good, his fast 


one took a "Jump," up and in, to a left-hander 
hitter, that was positively marvelous. 


I have seen good left-handed hitters reach 
over to hit it on the outside of the plate. 
It 
would come apparently letter high on the out- 
side, then take a ••jump" 6 inches high and a 
foot wide, and almost take oft the chin of the 
batter. 
When Waddell had that ball "jump- 
ing," you might as well leave your bat in the 
bag. 
Rusie had the best curve ball. 
Waddell 
the best fast ball and Johnson the greatest 
speed. 


Tim Keefe, who was with the Giants in the 
80s, had the greatest 
slow ball, 
but 
Clark 
Grifilth. now manager of Washington, had % 
real slow. 
Eddie Plank has a dandy slow ball, 
too. 
So did Win Mercer, for a few years a star 
with Washington in the middle 90s.

Petrograd, June 12.—Bandits of 
Kakhaetia in the Caucasus who under 
a local Rob Roy, Achmet Juti. for ten 
pears have terrorized the dwellers In 
the valleys, marauding, plundering 
and kidnaping: women, nave just ef- 
fected a reconciliation with their vic- 
tims under romantic circumstances. 


After the revolution the Kakhaetians 


organized self-defense societies and a 
short time ago called a mass meeting 
at Gudjlanl railway station, 
from 


which a raid against the robbers was 
proposed. During the meeting envoys 
of Achmet appeared armed to the 
teeth and announced that although 
they had no conscientious objections 
against continuing the feud they were 
•dually willing to conclude peace. 


The obdurate Kakhaetians replied 
that bandits already captured by them 
must be handed over to the authori- 
ties forpunishment. Themeetingprom- 
Ised to end in Or-ceneral disagreement 
When more bandits appeared, escorting 
Achrnet's wife, a beautiful young j 
woman of Christian origin, whom Ach- ; 
mvt, after kidnaping in 1913, con- ; 
verted into a devoted partner. 


Following the example of the Sa- j 


MB* women the bandit's wife fell on 
h*r knees, shed tears and BO touched 
the hearts of the incensed citizens that 
peace was concluded on the spot. A 
resolution was adopted declaring that 
the infamies committed by the bandits 
leer* due to the demoralizing influence 
of the autocracy. A committee was 
dispatched to the minister of justice 
with a petition asking for the quash- 
ing of the pending prosecutions.

William Rlppe. thirty-one years old, 


of 2833 Jane street, was Instantly killed

—A recent pronunclamento of the Ba- 
varian ministry of the interior, which 
has been received here, though couch- 
ed in polite and 
fatherly language, 


contains a threat to all food store- 
keepers that unless they treat their 
customers civilly, they 
will bo de 


barred from conducting their business 
in the future. 
Countless complaints 


about the arrogance of the storekeep 
ers, who are variously described as 
having become the "lords of creation." 
"autocrats" and "dictators" are re- 
sponsible for the order. 


The ministry's proclamation'reminds 


all who sell food of any kind that, be- 
cause of the war and the state of af- 
fairs it has brought with it, they have 
become in a way 
public servants. 


They are no longer purely private in- 
dividuals but members of the com- 
munal economic machine. 


That being the case, continues the 


order, each storekeeper must subor- 
dinate his own interests to those of 
the state. He is not allowed to ridi- 
cule his patrons, ignore their wants, 
nor be impolite to them. 


"Accordingly," concludes the proc- 


lamation, "it becomes the duty of the 
communal organization to remove the 
merchant, butcher, baker, etc., who 
fails in his duty to his patrons, to re- 
fuse to apportion any further goods 
to him. On occasion he may even be 
debarred from trading under the regu- 
lation of the bundesrat, which covers 
undesirable and irresponsible persons 
in business."

[legislature pronounced the doom of the liquor 
business in Indiana. There has been no time 
within the past dozen or fifteen years when the 
city revenues should not have been mu-h 
larger. There arc certain things that simply 
go undone for the want of money with which 
to do them. There has been no time in a 
score of years when the people were permitted 
to have all the street improvements they wero 
demanding. The street-cleaning department 
has never had half the allowance to which a 
decent respect to the formal title of its func- 
tion, not to say duty to the public, gives it 
•claim and title. The maintenance and repair 
>pf sewers has been short-changed as long as 
Anybody about the city hall can remember. 
'JThe health department should long ago have 
jbeen getting twice the appropriations that it 
thas been receiving.

Mr. Lansing has created a bureau of 


foreign Intelligence to which all in- 
quiries are now referred, 
but, like 


every other agency of tho department, 
it is secretive and perhaps uninformed. 
The great need in this and, in fact, 
every branch of government, is a bu- 
reau of publicity. Although the secre- 
taries of state, war and navy recently 
organized something of this kind, it is 
as yet more of a hope than a realiza- 
tion. 


There would bo less talk and less 


need of censorships if information to 
which the public is 
entitled 
were 


promptly forthcoming. In most things 
even in war, there is little need 
secrecy in such a government as ou 
When attempts are unwisely made to 
keep everything under cover, the 
chances of harmful publications ar< 
greatly increased.

There is more nitrogenous matter and 
less water in bananas than In most 
fresh fruits, they contain much sugar 
and little starch. 


Most households know the banana 


as a between-meal tidbit or as a des- 
sert—sliced with sugar and cream, in 
a fruit salad or a compote and so on. 
It is delectable when served as a vege- 
table and in combination with certain 
meats it is delicious. A meal of boil- 
ed mutton with caper sauce and bakerl 
bananas is good. A very capable cook 
serves a dish of beef steak and fried 
bananas which she claims is fit for 
kings. 
Here is her recipe for fried 


bananas: 


Peel, cut in half 
(crosswise, not 


lengthwise) and roll the bananas in 
beaten egg and then in bread crumbs. 
Place in wire gasket and plunge in 
deep hot fat. 
Fry a, delicate brown.

Financial Condition of 


the City. 


The government Is peering Into the 


Vecords of the city controller. 
T. A. 


Devor. of Washington. D. C.. clerk of 
the census department. Is making a 
careful investigation of figures on the 
city record. He will be in the office of i 
Controller Baade for two weeks. 
He { 


displayed his authority and started to 
•work Monday afternoon. 


In a general way Mr. Devor sets out 


the purpose of the annual visit to cities 
of over 30,000 inhabitants as follows: 


"The bureau of the census, under the 


authority of congress, issues annually 
a report on financial statistlcs-of cities 
having a population of over 30,000. 
These reports contain comparable sta- 
tistics on (1) the total and per capita 
receipts from revenues in detail; (2) 
the total and per capita payments for 
expenses, interest, and outlays: also 
In detail for expenses and outlays; (3) 
the total and per capita value of city 
properties; (4) the total and per cap- 
ita indebtedness: and (5) the esti- 
mated, true, and assessed valuation of 
property, tax levies, rates, methods of 
assessment, etc.. a discussion of ac- 
counting terminology, instructions for 
uniform classification, and other kin- 
dred subjects. 


"The purpose of the reports on sta- 


tistics of cities, which have been pub- 
lished annually by the bureau of cen- 
sus since 1902. is to present compara- 
ble statistics of cities for the informa- 
tion of city officials, civic bodies, stu- 
dents of economics interested in city 
management, and citizens who take 
an interest in their city and work for 
Jts betterment. To secure statistics 
that are comparable the bureau sends 
Its agents to each of the cities to be 
reported to translate into a common 
language the data contained In their 
accounts and reports, thus securing a 
uniformity of classification that can 
not be obtained by use of city reports 
alone. 
"These reports enable those Inter- 


ested to compare the details of mu- 
nicipal administration In their own 
city with those in other cities, and such 
comparison must lead them to the dis- 
covery that in some particular, or pns- 
»ibly in many paarUculars. other ritlos 
excel their own. nml are

employed by those bureaus and by the 
bureau of the census."

Germany Has Been Supply- 
ing Enemies With Muni- 


tions, He Declares. 


"Germany has been supplying not | 


only her prospective enemies, but her 
own enemies engaged in the present 
•world's 
conflict 
with munitions of 


war," was one of the startling state- 
ments made Monday evening by Carl 
W. Ackerman. for more than two years 
•war correspondent In Berlin for the 
United Press association, in an address 
at the first annual banquet of the One 
Hundred Per Cent club, at the Elks' 
temple. 


The club members had as their 


guests their wives and sweethearts and 
other friends. The public was privil- 
eged to hear Mr. Ackerman's address, 
which was .delivered following the ban- 
quet. 
Many took advantage of the 


opportunity. At the conclusion of the 
address Mr. Ackerman was asked 
many questions and nearly every phase 
of the German situation was touched 
upon. 


Mr. Ackerman's statement regard- 


Ing the furnishing of arms and ammu- 
nition by Germany to her enemies was 
In answer to German's contention that 
America in furnishing munitions and 
food to the allies has not been neutral, 
when as a matter of fact Germany 
herself has been doing the very thing 
that she has so strenuously objected 
to America doing. 


According to Precedent.^. 


Mr. Ackerman pointed oa£ that 


America's position In this regard was 
according to precedent and was no 
more than Germany has done in every 
war. 
But Germany complained lie- 


cause the United States had not sup- 
plied her people with food and mate- 
rial as she had the allies and In this 
America had not been neutral. 
Mr 


Ackerman pointed out from his own 
personal knowledge that this 
true. . Even at the present tlmo, 
Ackerman declared, when this country 
is In a state of war with Germany, the

A part of 
the council members think that there 
can be no harm from the use of tanks 
above ground. 
Mayor Hosey set>t a message to the 


council .expressing his opposition to 
the plan. 
The idea of expecting oil or gaso- 


line tanks above ground to be safe." 
says the mayor. "Remember how the 
oil tank of flat car. exploded at Crest- 
line. Ohio, a few years ago? It fair- 
ly blew up the town. It hurled steel 
rails for rods. 
It was the kind of 


tank that they want to allow in Fort 
Wayne. I think our prohibitive policy 
of the past thirty years is a good one." 


Will Admit Addition. 


The council Is expected to pass in 


favor of annexing Brook View addition, 
located in what was formerly Centlivre 
park. The plat Is to be used for a resi- 
dence addition. Later it is planned to 
take in the Oak Knoll addition, also 
near the Centlivre brewery. 


The board of works will ask the 


council to order that $4.000 be set aside 
for the sewer repair account of the 
city. Extensive repairs are needed for 
city sewers, the council will bo told.

German people are receiving much of 
their food supply from the United 
States. He showed how this was being 
done, the food from this country be- 
ing supplied through the Scandinavian 
countries. This must bo stopped, he 
declared. 
Mr. Ackcrmnn told of how America at 


the outset of the war had sent ship loads 
of food and ammunitions direct to Ger- 
man ports, but after several ships had 
been blown up by mines and the Ger- 
man government made no effort to pro- 
vide escorts for American ships leaving 
such ports, America's shipping interests 
refused to take any further risks. Mr. 
Ackerman riddled Germany's pica of un- 
neutrality and answered every conten- 
tion that had been made by the German 
government against this conutry. 


Favors Censorship- 


Mr. Ackerman made a pica for rigid 


newspaper censorship and pointed out 
instances to show the necessity for it. 
He said that this German government 
spent six :or eight months before declar- 
ing its last blockade in making a com- 
plete survey of thfe entire world rela- 
tive to shipping facilities of each coun- 
try. It was very necessary, he said, that 
Germany know the world's tonnage if 
the submarine warfare was to accom- 
plish the purpose for which it was in- 
tended. 
The German government is making 


great plans to take care of the situation 
after peace has been declared, he said. 
While great reforms have been promised, 
he continued, the facts arc that if the 
plans of the German government arc car- 
ried out a more autocratic rule will be 
in vogue than even at the present time. 
According to the plans of the kaiser 
everything is to be done through the gov- 
ernment, including the operation of all 
the factories and stores. The shipping 
companies have already been 
notified 


that at the conclusion of the "war all 
ships are to he leased by the government 
and operated upon a. percentage basis. 
Soldiers are to be in charge of the fac- 
tories and stores. 
Issue of Annexation. 


. 
Mr. Ackerman declared that the issue 


of annexation divides the nation. ' There 
is one party demanding peace without 
annexation and another nation demad- 
ie peace with annexation. The kaiser, 
of course, favors peace with annexation, 
including the ports of Antwerp and Con- 
stantinople. 
"The German people do not know that 


they are fighting an aggressive war, 
Mr. Ackerman continued, 'as the gov- 
ernment up to the present time has been 
successful in making them believe they 
are fighting a defensive war. ^ 
"I went to Europe a strong believer in 


peace and I might have classed myself 
as a pacifist, hut when there is some- 
thing greater than life itself at stake, 
war is justifiable. In this war there is 
something dearer than life at stake. This 
war is being fought against ~ government 
that misinforms its people and a gov- 
ernment that will fasten the same auto- 
cratic rule upon the whole world if it 
has the chance. Liberty and freedom are, 
at stake, not only in the allied govern-1 
ments but in Germany Itself. The whole 
world is in danger of a monarchy that- 
will rule the world,as it has ruled Bcl- 
P At'the conclusion of the banquet Gor- 
don Eby, retiring president of the club, 
cave a brief resume of the actjvities and 
purposes of this splendid organization 
and introduced Attorney David. Vesey, 
president-elect, who also made a few re- 
marks.

There Is surely more than one Ger- 


man born citizen in Fort Wayne un- 
er twenty-one years of age. Just one 
.oung man, who Is fifteen years old, 
ias signed up for admittance to the 
irohibltcd zones. 
Tho new law for 


alien enemies" states that "all males 
ivor fourteen years of age" must have 
icrmits to bo able to gain access to 
ho industrial zones. 


It is expected that when this provi- 


sion Is fully known there will be a 
rush of minor "aliens" who will take 
iut permits in tho federal building. 


"Today is tho time to sign." said 


Harry Mullor, assistant marshal, who 
s aiding in the signing up of so-called 
'alien enemies." 


"I realize that the tide of immigra- 


tion from Europe in the last twenty 
years has changed so that now our 
mmlgrants come from the southern 
part of Europe, but even so, I am quite 
convinced that there is a considerable 
number of Allen county young men 
who come within the provisions of this 
act and who should get their permits. 
They should 
do so without delay. 


June 17th is too late. Today is the 
time." 


So called alien enemies are allowed 


to go to and from cemeteries without 
additional permits. If a man has a 
permit for zone A, he can go to Con- 
cordla cemetery, which is in zone B, 
without a permit from zone B. 


Permits will also be made out for 


traveling men to go anywhere within 
the state, so long as they can specifiv 
reasonably close the territory they de- 
sire to cover. They cannot be given 
blanket permits, however. If they go 
outside of the state boundaries, sepa- 
rate arrangements must be made with 
the marshal of the different districts 
and states.

The clerical force in connection 


with the taking of the "alien enemy" 
registration were at the Wayne Knit- 
ting mills Tuesday afternoon. They 
are engaged in signing up the Germans 
employed there, who did not fully un- 
derstand the scope of the new law. 


Men considered as "alien enemies" 


and who live in the region of the mills 
and are employed as knitters, are not 
barred fro mtheir work if they have 
not signed the "good intention" pa- 
pers. They are restricted from enter- 
ing any of the prohibited zone terri- 
tory, however.

All Attempts to Hide 


Disease. 


"Smallpox Is being hid In Fort 


"Wayne," said Dr. J. H. Qilpin, of tho 
health board Tuesday morning. "It is 
our greatest menace at present. The 
practice must be stopped at oncfi." 


Dr. Gilpin thinks that there are citi- 


zens who deliberately conceal the 
presence of smallpox In their homes In 
order to avoid quarantine. The fact 
that several cases have been brought 
In when the patients were 
almost 


healed show this, Gilpin says. 


There are now twenty-eight cases of 


smallpox In the city. The disease is 
spreading despite stringent efforts to 
check It. The only method of breaking 
the force of the plague is by quaran- 
tine. 


"The law is strict against failure to 


report the disease," says Gilpin. "We 
are going to start prosecution on tho 
next case of neglect we discover. 
There will be a fine and Jail sentence." 
' "All skin diseases must be reported 
at once, according to law. Some peo- 
ple neglect to call a doctor when their 
children are but a little sick. That is 
iow smallpox spreads. We are going 
*o stop it."

President Given Authority 


to Declare Embargo on 


Exports. 


Washington, June 12.—The admin- 


istration espionage bill was finally ap- 
proved by the senate today without a 
roll call and sent to the white house 
for the president's signature. 
Provi- 


sions for newspaper censorship had 
been struck out and material modifica- 
tions in other respects had been made. 


The most important legislation re- 


tained gives the president authority to 
embargo exports. . The law would pun- 
ish espionage by death or long impris- 
onment; penalizes interference with 
foreeign commerce; provides for en- 
fprcement of neutrality; authorizes 
seizure of shipments of arms designed 
for unlawful purposes: fixes penalties 
for injuring vessels in foreign com- 
merce or disturbance of foreign rela- 
tions and imposes new restrictions 
upon^passports. Other provisions are 
for censorship of the malls, and exten- 
sion of tho use of search warrants.

Why would the game warden laugh? 


Because these are "clay birds." And why 
shouldn't clay birds be protected? Be- 
cause they are not birds and more than 
that, they are not clay at all. rather, they 
are made of river silt and tar. shapert like 
a saucer and are the targets used in the 
growing American sport of trapshootine. 


And how they do migrate. Ae a matter 


of fact, they "migrate" to more different 
places and with greater frequency than 
the fellow who finds it cheaper to move 
than to pay rent. From two or three fac- 
tories, these "birds" migrate to every 
state In the Union and to every country: 
both savage and tamo. 


The term "clay bird" had Its oriein
